Illness defers Utahn’s E

A Utahn’s five-year dream of scal- 
ing the world’s tallest mountain 
had to be postponed for climber 
Doug Hansen this week because of 
illness. 

Hansen, 38, of Pleasant Grove, 
the leader of the five-member 
Utahns on Everest Expedition, 
returned to Utah after contracting 
a respiratory virus that left him 
critically ill just 12,828 feet short of 
the summit of Mount Everest and 
his dream. 

“It was the biggest disappoint- 
ment of my life,” Hansen said with 
emotion as he met with family and 
friends at Salt Lake City 
International Airport on Saturday. 

Hansen’s difficulties began at the 
12,000-foot level where he began to 
feel the first effects of an illness 
that he acquired from the team’s 
Chinese liaison. “As leader of the 
expedition it was my responsibility 
to deal with the Chinese officials 
and it was through my close con- 
tact with the liaison that I became 
ill,” Hansen said. 

Keith Hooker, an emergency 
room physician at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center and team 
member, treated Hansen with 
some drugs to fight the virus. 
However, it was not enough to com- 
bat the effects that the high alti- 
tude was having on Hansen. 

Although he was feeling ill, 
Hansen pushed on to the 14,200- 
foot level and the Qomolangma

67 lawmakers 
cleared of 
charges in 
bank scandal

WASHINGTON — The Justice 
Department on Wednesday cleared 
more than 60 lawmakers of crimi- 
nal wrongdoing and promised more 
would be exonerated in its investi- 
gation of the scandal-plagued 
House bank. 

But the preliminary inquiry of 
thousands of overdrafts will leave 
some members under a legal cloud 
through Election Day. 

“On the evidence we have 
reviewed, I have concluded that 
there is no basis for pursuing a fur- 
ther inquiry regarding possible 
criminal violations concerning your 
account,” special counsel Malcolm 
R. Wilkey told individual House 
members in letters hand-delivered 
Wednesday by the FBI. 

Within hours, 67.members said 
they had received the letter. 

Among those cleared were 
Speaker Thomas Foley, D-Wash., 
who had two overdrafts, and. 
Minority Whip Newt Gingrich, R- 
Ga., who had 22. i 

House Minority Leader Robert’ 
Michel, R-Ill., had no overdrafts. : 

The Justice Department would - 
not say how many House members 
were being cleared in the initial 
batch of letters, expected to be 
delivered over the next few days, or 
how many will face a continuing 
review. 

But a department statement said 
it was Wilkey’s “firm expectation 
that the vast majority of members 
and former members under review 
will receive clearance letters.” 

Wilkey’s letter to members said 
future notification letters will be 
sent “as soon as we have satisfied 
ourselves that the records do not 
disclose any conduct which would 
warrant further inquiry.” 

He wrote that the notifications 
received now “should not imply 
that members not yet notified will 
not in the future receive a letter 
similar to this.” 

Rep. William Thomas, R-Calif., 
who had 119 bad checks and did 
not receive a letter, said, “I assume 
they’re going through the stack and 
doing the easy things first. Some 
will take longer. I imagine it will go 
on all fall. It’s not politically bad so 
long as the media report it correct- 
Rie 

Foley, in a statement on behalf of 
the House Democratic leadership, 
said it “has always been evident to 
us” that “no member has violated 
any law in this matter.” 

The speaker said he was informed 
that “delivery of letters from Judge 
Wilkey will continue into next 
week and beyond.” 

Rep. Fortney Pete Stark, D-Calif., 
who received an exoneration letter, 
nonetheless attacked Wilkey for 
sending the notifications. 

“It’s a dastardly political thing if 
(someone) gets no letter,” he said. 
“Tm not a lawyer, but it doesn’t 
seem to me it quite follows what 
ought to be ethics.”

Hatch joins Senate judiciary panel 


Utah Sen. Orrin Hatch has given up his ranking Republican spot on 
the Senate Labor and Human Resources Committee in order to take a 
similar post with the Senate Judiciary Committee. 

It is on the judiciary panel where Hatch drew both praise and criticism 
last year defending Supreme Court Justice Clarence Thomas nominee 
against sexual harassment allegations. 

“It was an extremely hard decision,” Hatch said Wednesday. “The 
Labor Committee has provided the means to accomplish a great deal for 
the people of Utah and the nation. 

“But I believe this country will face numerous judicial issues in the 
next few years which must be addressed, and I hope to be able to play a 
part,” the senator added. 

Hatch replaces Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., as the ranking 
Republican on the judiciary committee. Thurmond, the most senior 
member of the Senate, recently decided to give up that post to become 
the ranking Republican on the Armed Services Committee. 

Hatch will now even have a greater role in defending judicial nominees 
made by the Bush administration. He had key roles in controversial 
hearings for Thomas, Davild Souter and Robert Bork. 


Nuclear rockets may test in Nevada 


ST:-GEORGE — A former environmental radiation monitoring official 
believes a nuclear thermal propulsion program could create serious 
health risks for downwinders. 

At issue is the nuclear-powered rocket program, sponsored by the U.S. 
Air Force, that calls for ground-based testing of rocket engines at the 
Nevada Test Site. 

Government officials believe the nuclear thermal-powered rockets will 
allow further exploration into space, while conventional rockets have 
limitations. ; 

The first of four public hearings on the program’s Draft Environmental 
Impact Statement was held Tuesday in Las Vegas. Another hearing is 
scheduled for Thursday in St. George, followed by two meetings next 
week in Salt Lake City and Idaho Falls, Idaho. 


Corradini changes Olympic event site 


SALT LAKE CITY — Salt Lake Mayor Deedee Corradini has unex- 
pectedly withdrawn the city’s choice for an Olympic speed-skating oval 
on downtown Block 49. 

The mayor said Wednesday that the decision was recommended by the 
Olympic Bid Committee, which no longer supports the plan for Block 49 
and instead is backing a Salt Palace proposal. 

“Yesterday, the chairman of the Olympic Bid Committee reversed his 
decision and now backs a new site,” Corradini said. “I believe it is not 
now in the city’s best interest to spend time and money in support of (the 
Block 49) site.” 

The mayor’s announcement follows a unanimous vote by the Salt Lake 
City Council to reopen public debate on the oval and to ask the Utah 
Sports Authority to take 30 days to study the Salt Palace proposal.

Assistant Police Chief Bob 
Allinson said dispatchers fielded a 
call at 1:59 p.m. from a distraught 
man summoning help to the 
Cunningham residence.

When Cunningham 
emerged, officers took him into 
custody. 

Cunningham was described by 
neighbors as a friendly man who 
could often be found talking with 
the neighborhood children. 

Cindy Martin, a neighbor who 
has known the family for 20 years, 
said Dorothy Cunningham suf- 
fered from osteoporosis. The cou- 
ple’s daughter, Janet, was partial- 
ly paralyzed after a head-on auto- 
mobile collision 10 years ago 
involving a drunk driver in New 
Mexico. 

“It was tough on them. They’d 
take her for walks and I’d come 
over because they said she was 
depressed. I had her at, my house 
all day long and fixed her hair and 
her makeup,” Martin said. 

Family friends said Janet had 
learned to speak again after the 
accident and could manage to 
stand with the help of a cane and 
leg braces. Martin said the 
younger woman also learned how 
to crochet by using her one good 
hand.

America should open 
its doors to Vietnam 


Vietnam evokes powerful images of the 
longest war waged in American history. It 
was a controversial war the United States 
lost 17 years ago. 

Not only did the Vietnam War cost the 
lives of tens of thousands of Americans and 
Vietnamese, but it also crippled American 
dignity. Communism defeated the eagle of 
democracy in the tiny nation in the corner 
of Southeast Asia. That was a war with 
deadly weapons, but America can still win 
the economic war in Vietnam. Victory is 
not assured by arms but by money. 

Although the communist regime defeated 
Americans, they have not been able to cash 
in on socialism. Vietnam has plummeted to 


become one of the poorest nations in the_. 
world. After 17% years. of communist victory, < 
the socialist-rut system has corked growth * 


in a country rich in natural resources. 

All that has changed now. The 67 million 
Vietnamese, who have endured with the 
failed communist regime, are realizing 
that they can become another Hong Kong 
or Taiwan. With the demise of communism 
in the former Soviet Union and its Eastern 
Block nations, Vietnam is awakening and 
finding itself in a new world. 

The U.S. government is demanding 
Vietnam take major steps before re- estab- 
lishment of relations and an end to a two 
decade-long, U.S.-imposed embargo that 
has crippled Vietnam’s economy. Vietnam 
has shown that it is willing to take those 
necessary actions to end the embargo. It 
has made peace with its neighbors —

Cambodia and China. In attempting to 
account for all the missing in action, Hanoi 
has opened a POW-MIA office this past 
year. However, because of an election year 
in the United States, restoration of ties 
this year is unlikely. Sooner or later, we 
need to let old wounds heal. 

Two years ago Vietnam announced to the 
world it was ready to join the global econo- 
my. Business people from Asia, Europe 
and Australia have flocked to Vietnam’s 
shores to reap profit from a potential “tiger 
cub” of the economically-rich Asian-Pacific 
rim. They see vast economic opportunities 
in the stable nation. 

American business people, including 


Vietnamese-Americans and former mili- 
tary-personneduring the war, are barred 


from any type’ of ventures. ‘Many of these 
people want the normalization of relations 
between the former foes. Now is the oppor- 
tunity to bring peace to the region that has 
been rocked by wars. Times have changed. 
The world has changed. But Vietnam is 
still battling the United States for much- 
needed world loans to repair its war-torn 
infrastructure that it cannot receive 
because of the boycott. 

Unless the United States restores diplo- 
matic ties with the Southeast Asian coun- 
try, the Vietnam War rages in the minds of 
thousands of people. It is finally time to 
make peace after nearly two decades since 
bullets were last fired. Vietnam has 
opened its doors to the world. America 
should enter.

Religious tie excludes Y from list

Although only two years ago 
Money magazine ranked BYU 
fourth of 100 top private universi- 
ties on its collegiate best-buy list, it 
did not even make this year’s list in 
their 1992 Money Guide/Best 
College Buys issue. 

The reason BYU did not make the 
list was Money magazine decided 
not to include religiously affiliated 
institutions, according to an article 
in the Sept. 6 issue of the Deseret 
News. 

“It wasn’t that we didn’t make the 
list,” said Brent Harker, 
spokesman for BYU. “They decided 
not to include religious institutions 
in their ratings.” 

Furthermore, BYU does not seem 
to be too concerned. “If we ran 
around trying to make every list, 
we would not have any success as a 
university with a cohesive pro- 
gram,” Harker said. 

“We have a strong sense of our 
purpose and mission at BYU,” he 
said. “Lists don’t help us accom- 
plish that mission.” 

Money based its list on 16 factors, 
including tuition price. Among 
these factors were ACT and SAT 
results, high school g.p.a., fresh- 
man retention rate, graduation 
rate and faculty strength. 

Rice University in Houston, 
Texas, ranked No. 1 on the list. 
Rice was followed by New College, 
University of Washington, Hanover 
College and California Institute of 
Technology. 

Money listed the University of 
Utah as one of the best-buys in the 
region. The U of U was rated fif- 
teenth of 15 colleges and universi- 
ties in the southwest region. The U 
of U ranked under Rice, New 
Mexico Tech, University of Texas- 
Austin, Texas A&M University and 
Baylor University. 

The list, based on information on 
1,000 of the nation’s four-year col- 
leges and universities, also includ- 
ed rankings of best values in small

Y biochemist 
discovers 
new enzyme

A BYU biochemist has been invit- 
ed to address several pharmaceuti- 
cal companies about his discovery 
of an enzyme that may lead to 
improved treatment and under- 
standing of several diseases, 
including cancer, arthritis, asthma 
and infertility. 

Daniel L. Simmons, oncology- 
trained Ph.D., discovered the 
enzyme cyclooxygenase 2 while 
researching the carcinogenic virus, 
Rous Sarcoma, in chicken cells. 

After his find, Simmons, who has 
been working for BYU as an assis- 
tant chem- 
istry pro- 
fessor for

Institutes of Health to continue his 
research. He has spoken with 
Dupont and the Monsanto 
Company about developing better 
drugs through further research of 
the new enzyme. 

The enzyme discovered is one of 
only two cyclooxygenase enzymes 
known to exist. Along with regulat- 
ing normal processes, the enzyme 
also causes inflammation. 

The enzyme produces 
prostaglandins, a group of mole- 
cules, which are responsible for 
some of the inflammatory symp- 
toms of disease. To inhibit the 
enzyme, people take drugs that 
attach to the enzyme and prevent 
it from functioning. But the anti- 
inflammatory drugs only combat 
the symptoms of the first cyclooxy- 
genase enzyme. 

With the discovery of cyclooxyge- 
nase 2, aspirin and other drugs will 
have to be tested to insure that 
they inhibit both types of enzymes. 
The immediate benefit from the

Hall in 10 months, so it will be 
open for students in the Fall of 
1993. 

When John Hall is completed, 
Housing Services will be able to 
improve plans for the other halls, 
Hunt said. “Our experience with 
John Hall will help us determine 
what to do for the next building.”

“In India, it is a tradition to build 
a statue of the demon, and then to 
burn it in effigy at the end of the 
re-enactment. The play lasts about 
one hour, and the audience spends 
the whole time cheering the good 
guy and booing the bad guy.” 

Another popular feature of the 
festival is vegetarian food and a 
vegetarian cooking contest. 

Govinda’s Buffet in Provo will be 
a contributor to the food at the fes- 
tival. 

“Our most popular dishes are cur- 
ried vegetables and rice and a 
sweet desert-type dish called 
Halava,” said Govinda’s owner, 
Visnupriya. 

Entertainment at the festival also 
includes Indian dancing, music by 
a Krishna band, llama rides and 
puppet shows. 

Admission and much of the food 
at the festival is free. The festival 
brings in revenue through the sale 
of gift items imported from India, 
including clothing and beads for 
use in meditation. 

There are also exhibits under 
Indian wedding tents with displays 
about the culture and history of 
India. 

The festival begins at 4 p.m. 
Saturday on KHQN radio property, 
one mile south of Spanish Fork on 
Main Street. Last year’s festival 
had an estimated 3,000 people in 
attendance.

BYU’s acclaimed International 
Cinema is featuring a silent film 
masterpiece, accompanied by mas- 
ter silent film accompanist, Leonid 
Nemirovski, through Saturday.

“The amazing..thing about 
Nemirovski is that he plays with- 
out sheet music,” said Warren 
Jones, 23, a communications junior 
from Provo. Jones saw the film 
Tuesday. “He just watches the 
movie and plays the music with 
only a few notes.” 

“Sunrise” is a German film made 
in 1927 by director, F.W. Murnau. 
The film was practically lost due to 
deterioration, but two copies were 


found, pieced together, and re-mas- 
tered. 

“Although the film was made in 
1927, the direction and acting were 
moving,” Keele said. 

The film is about a simple peas- 
ant who tries to murder his wife for 
the love of a city woman. 

“Sunrise” has become known as 
the supreme achievement in silent 
films. 

The fact that the film is German 
should not intimidate anyone, the 
subtitles in this version are few 
and in English. 

Also showing this week at BYU’s 
International. Cinema are “My 
Mothers Castle” and “Wild 
Strawberries.” 

“My Mother’s Castle” is the sec- 
ond part of the film that showed 
last week — “My Father’s Glory”. 

“My Mother’s Castle” is a bio- 
graphical story of the film’s writer, 
Marcel Pagnol, and the relation- 
ship he shared with his mother 
during his teenage years. 

Pagnol is also the writer of the 
highly acclaimed “Jean de Florette” 
and “Manon of the Spring.” “My 


Mother’s Castle” and “My Father’s 
Glory”, were France’s most success- 
ful cinema features in 1991. 

“Wild Strawberries” is a Swedish 
film about a doctor’s journey 
through a landscape of dream and 
memory. The old doctor looks back 
on his earlier years as a child and a 
young man falling in love while on 
a journey to receive an honorary 
degree. 

“Wild Strawberries” is a land- 
mark film from Ingmar Bergman 
that became an instant classic 
because of the opening dream scene 
and the flashback sequences.

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Cougars and Aztecs meet 
tonight in WAC shootout

The long awaited day has finally 
arrived. 

Since BYU and San Diego St. 
fought to a 52-52 tie last Nov. 16, 
clinching the WAC title for BYU 
and relegating SDSU to a winter 
of discontent, Cougar fans and 
players alike have looked forward 
to tonight’s rematch. 

Kickoff is scheduled for 6 p.m. 
with national television coverage 
being provided by ESPN. 

Through the last two games of 
1991, through the off season, 
spring camp, the summer and the 
crowning of new quarterback John 
Walsh, the Cougar-Aztec reunion 
was always in the back of every- 
one’s minds. 

The game could turn out to be 
the WAC championship bout 
again, with the winner able to 
control its own. destiny. 
“Obviously, it’s a one-game shot 
and winner-take-all,” said Aztec 
‘coach Al Luginbill. “It’s still a long 
season, but we need to win this 
game with BYU.” 

BYU head coach LaVell Edwards 
agreed. “Obviously, this game has 
a lot of significance,” he said. 
“Whoever wins this game obvious- 
ly takes a major step toward the 
league championship. If we win, 
we'd be 2-0, which is a really nice 
thing to be this early.” 

BYU holds a 13-4-1 edge in the 
series between the schools, but is 
only 3-2-1 against SDSU over the 
last six years. The upstart Aztecs 
feel they are ready to wrest peren- 
nial control of the WAC crown 
from the Cougars, 

Edwards said SDSU’s rise from 
mediocrity can be attributed to 
Luginbill. “He’s done an excellent 
job,” Edwards said. “He’s recruit- 
ed a lot of talent and speed.” 

BYU is confronted with the prob- 
lem of trying to’contain’ Heisman 
Trophy candidate and 1991 First 
Team All-American Marshall 
Faulk, who sprinted for 220 yards 
on 27 carries against USC 
Saturday. Faulk scored 21 touch- 
downs in 1991, three of them 
against the Cougars. In that 
game, the running back gained 
118 yards.on.20carries and 
caught 6 passes.for, 116 zards in 
just three quarters. °~ ~~ 

“He’s a good one,” Edwards said. 
“Anything that’s been written 
about him is true.” 

But Faulk isn’t the only Aztec 


nightmare the Cougars face. 
Quarterback David Lowery lit up 
BYU’s secondary last November, 
passing for 568 yards and five 
touchdowns. He completed 26 of 
39 passes. 

Lowery struggled against USC, 
completing just 17 of 39 passes for 
162 yards. 

Sophomore receiver Darnay 
Scott, second in the WAC with 
seven receptions, caught eight 
passes against BYU last year, col- 
lecting an NCAA freshman record 
243 yards as well as hauling in 
75- and 79-yard touchdown tosses. 

SDSU’s all-time scoring leader, 
kicker Andy Trakas, is streaky. In 
1989 and 1991, Trakas began the 
season in shaky fashion, and con- 
tinued the trend in the Aztecs’ 
opener Saturday, hitting just one 
of three attempts. Both misses 
came in the final two minutes of 
the 31-31 tie, costing SDSU a 
come-from-behind victory. 

The Cougars counter with 
weapons of their own, weapons 
UTEP coach David Lee said may 
be the nation’s best. They include 
a deep corps of receivers and run- 
ning backs Kalin Hall (114 yards 
vs. UTEP) and Jamal Willis, who 
helped offset Faulk’s assault with 
71 yards rushing and 163 receiv- 
ing against the Aztecs last year. 

Both teams feared being beaten 
up physically in their openers, 
then facing such a big game just 
five days later. However, Hema 
Heimuli is the only Cougar player 
questionable for Thursday’s game. 
“We'll see how he feels before the 
game,” Edwards said. The Aztecs - 
also reported no new aches. 

BYU will test a weak but speedy 
SDSU defense. USC rolled up 537 
yards against the Aztecs 
Saturday. SDSU collected 427 
yards of its own.

The Michigan-Notre Dame game 
matches what should be two of the 
best offenses in the country. 

Both teams have excellent quar- 
terbacks (Rick Mirer at Notre 
Dame, Elvis Grbac at Michigan), 
star running backs (Jerome Bettis 
at Notre Dame, Ricky Powers at 
Michigan) and powerful offensive 
lines. 

Michigan returns nine starters 
from a defensive unit that gave up 
only 15.4 points per game during 
the regular season. Notre Dame’s 
defense was horrible last season 
and remains a question mark, 
especially without star linebacker 
Demetrius DuBose, who is complet- 
ing a two-game suspension for 
accepting gifts:and loans from a 
Seattle couple.

ST. LOUIS — Milwaukee 
Brewers owner Bud Selig took 
over the commissioner’s duties 
Wednesday as baseball moved 
toward a collective leadership. 

Although Selig was unanimous- 
ly elected chairman of the execu- 
tive council, owners said he 
would not make major decisions 
alone. Instead, he will go back to 
the 10-member council for 
approval. 

It was unclear how it would 
affect the proposed move of the 
San Francisco Giants to St. 
Petersburg, Fla., or National 
League realignment. 

“I try to generally lead by con- 
sensus,” said the 58-year-old 
Selig, who has controlled the 
Brewers ‘since 1970. ~Certainly 
the executive council, with me as 
its chairman, will deal with any 
of these questions.” 

The executive council is usually 
an advisory body to the commis- 
sioner, but the Major League 
Agreement says it assumes his 
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duties when the office is vacant. 

“Bud has been’ given the 
authority to act. on all matters,” 
council member Haywood 
Sullivan of the Boston Red Sox 
said. ~The executive council itself 
is the authority that backs him 
up, and he is charged with that 
responsibility.” 

Selig, chairman of the owners’ 
Player Relations Committee since 
the early 1980s, said a search will 
begin shortly for a permanent 
replacement for Vincent, who 
resigned Monday following an 18- 
9 no-confidence vote from owners. 

“(It’s) hopefully relatively short 
term, but if you’re asking me 
what relatively short term 
means, obviously this morning I 
don’t know.” 

Selig was among the most 
active of the owners opposing Fay 
Vincent. Selig had urged Vincent 
in June to give up the commis- 
sioner’s “best interest” powers 
over collective bargaining, begin- 
ning a three-month public dis- 
pute that resulted in Vincent’s 
resignation.

running for BYU team

If running 50 to 60 miles a week 


is not enough to set Dorota 
Buczkowska apart from the aver- 
age BYU student, then being from 
Lublin, Poland is sufficient. 

Buczkowska, a 23-year-old junior 
majoring in business, is a member 
of BYU’s women’s cross country 
team and is BYU’s first athlete 
from Poland. 

She was first spotted by BYU 
women’s cross country coach 
Patrick Shane at the 1988 World 
Junior Championships in Sudbury, 
Canada, where Buczkowska took 
third in the 800 meters. 

“Coach Shane asked if I would be 
interested in attending BYU at the 
World Junior Championships and 
that.is how I ended up here,” 
Buczkowska said with a shrug. 
Simple enough, but for 
Buczkowska BYU is a long way 
from home. 

“Sometimes I get homesick, but I 
like it here,” she said. 

Buczkowska spent three months 
in Poland this summer, but rest 
was not her main objective. 

“T competed in Europe this sum- 
mer,” Buczkowska said. Coach 
Shane said one reason Buczkowska 
will not be running in the Autumn 


Classic at East Bay golf course 
Sept. 19, is because “Dorota needs 
some rest after competing this 
summer.” 

Buczkowska is a dedicated indi- 
vidual. She trains twice a day and 
aban cain a difficult class sched- 
ule. 

“Econ is one of my hardest classes 
this semester,” Buczkowska said. 
She hopes to be accepted into the 
Marriott School of Management in 
the spring of ‘93. 

“Sometimes studying is hard 
when you are so tired from run- 
ning, but you have to work hard 
even when you want to go to bed,” 
Buczkowska said. 

When asked what she does for 
fun, she sighed and rolled her eyes. 
However, her hard work is not 
without reward. Bucskowska was 
all-WAC in 1990 for cross country, 
all-WAC in 1990-91 for placing 
first at the indoor championships 
in the 800, ninth at the 1991 
NCAA championships in the 1,500, 
missing All-American by one posi- 
tion ... and the list goes on. 

As for Buczkowska’s long-term 
cross country goals: “My main goal 
is to run very well for the team,” 
she said. “Anything can happen, 
but my running future depends on 
whether I continue to improve and 
if I stay healthy.”

Yeltsin won’t go to Japan; 
islands heart of old feud

MOSCOW — President Boris Yeltsin called off a 
trip to Japan on Wednesday in the face of growing 
pressure at home and abroad to resolve a dispute over 
four disputed Kuril islands seized by the Soviet. Union 


in 1945. 


Many Russians had expressed fear that Yeltsin 
would surrender two of the four islands during his 
three-day trip in exchange for major economic assis- 


tance from Japan. 


Japan has insisted that the dispute over the Kurils 
— known in Tokyo as the Northern Territories — be 
settled before it contributes large-scale aid to Russia. 

The dispute has been the major stumbling block in 
their relations and prevented the Soviet Union and 
Japan from ever signing a treaty formally ending 


World War II. 


Yeltsin’s press office blamed “a number of circum- 
stances” for the indefinite postponement of the visit, 
which had been scheduled to begin Sunday. It did not 
elaborate, but said Russia’s foreign minister would 


continue talks with Japan. 


“The president’s decision does not affect good neigh- 
borly relations with both these states,” the statement 


said. 


Campaign to convince 
children it's cool'to” —— 
wear bicycle helmets

Head injuries from biking acci- 
dents are in- 
creasing, and in 
response, a Utah 
cycling organiza- 
tion and local 
sports retailers 
are combining 
efforts to urge 
youthful bikers 
to wear helmets. 

Utah's Depart- 
ment of Public 
Safety, reported 
there were 667 
bicycling acci- 
dents in 1991. 
Statistics show 
wearing a helmet can reduce the 
risk of head injury by 85 percent. 

The Utah Coalition for Youth 
Cycling Legislation Education 
(Utah CYCLE) and Dahlin Smith 
White, a Utah advertising agency, 
have created the “Be Cool to Your 
Cranium” campaign to stress the 
importance of wearing bike hel- 
mets. The campaign is aimed at 
young bikers and will soon begin in

In Tokyo, Japanese officials expressed regret at 
Yeltsin’s announcement. But Foreign Minister Michio 
Watanabe said: “We are taking this calmly.” 

A government statement attributed Yeltsin’s deci- 
sion to “various internal reasons.” 

Japanese media had accused Russia of seeking an 
excuse to cancel the trip. 

Russian security officials earlier had complained 
that Japanese authorities refused to let them carry 
guns to protect Yeltsin. Japan requires guns be left at 
the airport, but Tokyo has been known to bend its pol- 


icy. 


Some Japanese officials even said Yeltsin was miffed 
because Japan wasn’t able, on short notice, to obtain 
enough tickets to guarantee Yeltsin’s safety at. a sumo 
wrestling tournament. 

Yeltsin spoke by telephone with Japanese Prime 
Minister Kiichi Miyazawa for 35 minutes on 
Wednesday. He also called the president of South 
Korea, which had been on his itinerary. 

The Interfax news agency said Yeltsin now planned 
to go to Seoul in December, combining that visit with 
a scheduled trip to China. 

In his conversation with Miyazawa, Yeltsin did not 
explain his reasons for postponing the visit, Cabinet 


Secretary Koichi Kato told reporters in Tokyo.

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Anarew dies

MIAMI — Andrew Guanche was 
laid to rest Wednesday in the calm 
after the hurricane for which he 
was named. 

He was born into poverty and took 
with him little: a pacifier and a 
hairbrush, 
placed alongside 
him in a tiny cas- 
ket, 10 inches 
wide and 24 
inches long. They 
were the first 
gifts he received 
in his short life. 

“Andrew! 
Andrew! 
Andrew!,” his 
mother, Natalia, 
cried hysterically 
as she bent over 
his grave, running her hand across 
the casket, the last connection to 
her son. In Spanish, she screamed: 
“Why, Lord, why? You gave me this 
child only a few days. Why did you 
take him?” 

Natalia and Andrew’s father, 
Felipe, each placed a chrysanthe- 
mum on the casket. 

And then Andrew was buried, in a 
cemetery surrounded by Hurricane 
Andrew’s fury: piles of tree limbs, 
dirt, the debris of houses. Some of 
the trees in the cemetery itself 
were toppled. 

Both Andrews had lived short 
lives that touched all around them. 

Baby Andrew was 9 days old 
when he died. He slipped away, not 
in a home surrounded by toys and 
pets, but in the coldness and loneli- 
ness of a’‘Red Cross shelter, in a 
donated crib that suffocated him. 

He was the 39th and, so far, last 
death in Florida blamed on 
Hurricane Andrew. Buried 
with him was. a piece of the 
American dream of his parents, 
who came to the United States 12 
years ago from Cuba aboard the 
“Freedom Flotilla” boatlift. 

“T lost part of my life,” said his 
father, a 48-year-old unemployed 
handyman. “It’s a hard strike for 
us. We have lost all our happiness

and strength." He was the one 
who picked up the child from his 
crib, felt the coldness of his body 
and stared into a face that had 
turned blue. “I can’t overcome that 
memory,” he said. 

To his father, mother and 
six brothers, baby 
Andrew was an 
omen of good for- 
tune. He enriched 
their lives when 
they had lost 
everything they 
had to Hurricane 
Andrew. 

Even in 
the finality of 
their son’s death, 
they did not have 
money to pay for 
his funeral or 
cemetery plot. The funeral home 
donated both. 

Four days after the hurricane 
destroyed their apartment building 
and car in Florida City, Natalia 
was rushed from the south Miami 
shelter to the hospital for the birth 
of their seventh son. Everyone in 
the shelter was rooting for her. 
Felipe was pacing the floor. 

He telephoned the hospital for 
word about the birth, but spoke 
only Spanish and the nurses 
couldn’t understand him. Jennifer 
Reedy, a Red Cross volunteer, 
began calling every hour from mid- 
night on. At 5:07 a.m. on Aug. 28, 
the Guanches’ son was born. 

His mother had picked out the 
name Rodolfo for him, after her 
brother. But then Red Cross volun- 
teers and the police suggested the 
baby be named Andrew after the 
hurricane. 

Police Detective Thomas Romagni 
said Andrew had suffocated in the 
crib because it lacked a standard 
mechanism that is designed to keep 
cribs from tilting. 

Romagni said Guanche placed the 
crib close to the wall to keep it from 
tilting. But the baby, he said, 
moved to the corner of the crib, 
causing it to tilt and press his face 
against the bars.
